I  can  never  forget  the  deep  anguish  un- 
der which  this  letter  was  written.  It  was 
the  day  after  hearing  of  the  firingon  Sump 
ter,  and  after  a  sleepless  night. 

It  was  enclosed  to  the  Union  Executive  Com- 
mittee, with  directions  10  withhold  or  pub- 
lish, as  they  should  determine  to  withdraw,  or 
continue,  the  Union  State  ticket,  lor  the 
Border  Stale  Convention  ;  if  tht  ticket  wis  to 
be  continued,  I  desired  to  remain  on  it.

upon  the  laws,  violated  his  constitutional 
obligations,  and  required  to  be  dealt  with  as 
unfaithful  to  his  oath  of  office  I  never 
believed  in  the  doctrine  of  secession  During 
tho,  Presidential  campaign,  I  avowed  my 
belief  in  coercion,  that  it  was  right  to  use 
the  military  power  of  the  nation  to  bring 
back  under  the  laws,  not  only  one  State,  but 
any  number  of  States  I  believe  the  same 
today.  I  was  asked  what  means  I  would 
use  to  bring  back  the  seceded  States.  I 
replied,  any  means  thcGovernment  possessed. 

We  had  our  trials  in  Kentucky  at  the 
outbreak  of  the  rebellion  We  had  wily, 
unscrupulous,  desperate  party  leaders  in 
Kentucky  Some  of  ihem  are  still  left  in 
the  State.  But,  thanks  to  the  loyal  portion 
of  the  people  of  Kentucky,  who,  I  believe, 
are  ihe  majority  in  the  State;  you  defeated 
the  plot  of  secession,  and  held  Kentucky 
firmly  in  the  great  sisterhood  of  States. 

This  tendency  to  secession  did  not  arise 
from  the  fact  that  the  people  of  Kentucky 
loved  their  selfish  interests  better  than  their 
country,  but  because  these  unscrupulous 
leaders  were  in  our  midst.  The  men  whom 
Kentucky  had  honored  with  the  highest 
offices  in  her  gift,  were  among  the  first  to 
attempt  to  carry  her  in  the  rebellion,  and 
have  brought  upon  her  desolation  and  woe. 

They  devised  and  adopted,  as  the  best 
policy  lot  their  schemes  tho  policy  of  neu- 
trality. I  trust  I  do  no  violence  to  the  feel- 
ings of  any  Union  man,  when  I  state  that 
I  disapproved  of  and  condemned  that  neu- 
trality. It  was  the  duty  of  Kentucky  to 
stand  by  the  Government.  The  nation  had 
a  right  to  move  her  armies  through  any 
portion  of  (he  State  to  crush  the  rebellion. 
The  result  of  the  war  shows  that  the  neu- 
trality policy  was  wrong  When  your  Gov- 
ernor, in  response  to  the  call  for  troops,  tel- 
egraphed to  tho  Secretary  of  War  that  he 
would  not  furnish  a  single  man,  there  was 
a  large  portion  of  the  people  of  the  State 
who  disapproved  of  his  course  Tlie  Gov- 
ernment had  done  no  wrong  to  the  State, 
had  trespassed  upon  none  of  its  constitution- 
al privileges,  and  had  a  right  lo  expect 
Kentucky  to  furnish  every  man  required 
for  the  defence  of  the  nation. 

With  that  action  of  the  Governor  of  Ken- 
tucky, a  party  organization  in  the  interest 
of  secession  began,  and  exists  to  this  very 
day.  They  were  the  original  secessionists, 
who  belonged  to  that  party,  and  their  sole 
purpose  was  to  pass  Kentucky  over  into  the 
hands  of  traitors.  They  made  various  ef- 
forts to  carry  out  their  ends,  by  the  election 
of  State  officers,  and  members  of  the  Le 
gislattire  who  would  serve  their  interests 
In  the  last  campaign  there  was  a  party 
calling  itself  the  Democratic  party,  nt  whose 
head  was  Wickliffe,  whose  whole  purpose 
was  antagonistic  to  the  Government  The 
Union  party  opposed  it  and  nominated  a 
ticket  against  its  nominees  All  over  ihe 
State,  the  people  denounced  it  as  an  anti 
war  party,  a  peace  parly,  which  would  noi 
vote  a  dollar  or  a  man  to  aid  the  Govern- 
ment Original  secessionists  were  promi 
nent  men  in  this  party.  Many  ol  them 
when  the  rebels  came  into  the  State  in  1862, 
received  them  with  ■  |  s,  arms,  hailing 
them  us  Heaven  sent  deliverers  from  op 
pression.  Yet  when  the  Union  armiesdrove 
the  rebels  out  of  the  State,  these  men  were 
as  submissive  as  it  was  possible  for  any  man 
to  be,  and  professed  to  be  constitutional 
men,  opposed  to  the  abolition  policy  of  the 
Government

When  the 
Union  troops  possessed  Kentucky  they  were 
for  peace.  But  further  back  in  the  history 
of  the  war,  when  there  was  not  a  Union 
soldier  in  the  Stale,  and  all  along  its  south 
ern  line  were  massed  large,  rebel  armies, 
threatening  its  invasion,  who  claimed  Ken- 
tucky as  patt  of  the  Confederacy,  here  were 
your  Breckinridges  and  Buckners,  and  Han- 
sons, and  others,  going  through  the  country 
clamoring  that  they  wanted  peace;  that  they 
were  a  pence  parly,  and  must  have  peace. 
But  when.  Zollicofl'er  came  through  the 
passes  of  the  Cumberland  Mountains  march 
eil  into  the  State,  robbed  your  granaries  and 
farms,  and  laid  waste  the  country,  and 
BuckneT  invaded  the  State  from  nnother 
quarter,  and  look  possession  ol  one  of  your 
cities,  they  took  up  arms  and  joined 
the  invaders.    There  was  no  cry  of  peace 


then  A  second  invasion  took  place,  our 
armies  were  driven  back,  and  Bragg  held 
the  whole  Commonwealth,  except  the  cities 
of  Louisville  and  Covington.  Did  you  then 
hear  a  single  one  of  thnt  parly  say  anything 
about  peace''  They  said  lo  the  rebels,  Ken 
tucky  is  now  within  your  grasp,  and  we 
will  hold  her  there  nnd  keep  the  Yankees 
out.  In  a  short  lime  the  rebel  armies  were 
Iriven  out.  and  the  hale  I  Yankees  came  in. 
Those  damnable,  thieving  Yankees,  as  they 
styled  them,  got  back  and  held  Kentucky 
When  their  rebel  friends  came  in,  trade  was 
crushed,  and  cattle  and  stock  were  driven 
north  lor  the  protection  of  the  Yankees. 
Such  is  not  Ihe  trusl  I  put  in  my  friends. 
But  during  the  rebel  occupation,  they  rav- 
aged farms,  hunted  down  Union  men, 
stole  horses,  filled  wugons  with  the  fat  of 
the  land  and  sent  immense  trains  of  sup- 


peace.  It  must  be  a  lasting  peace 
which  will  live  for  nil  generations  to  come 
To  •  are  this  great  end,  so  long  as  I  have 
a  v  i  a  to  give,  I  will  vole  every  man  and 
every  dollar  in  the  nation  to  put  down  this 
rebellion.  We  had  a  beautiful,  a  happy,  a 
glorious  country — the  glory  and  the  envy  of 
the  world.  From  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pa 
cificslopca,  industry  throve,  wealth  multipli- 
ed, its  fertile  plains  promised  to  he  the  rich 
and  magnificent  granary  ol  the  world. 

The  people  were  satisfied  ;  their  rights 
were  secure  Yet  with  the  very  men  at  the 
head  of  the  Government  selected  by  tin- 
rebels  themselves,  they  commenced  the  work 
of  dividing  this  great  people,  which  has 
been  going  on  for  the  pt9t  three  years 

You  may  denounce  tiic  Republican  party, 
and  say  what  you'will  about  them,  but  listen 
to  a  point  In  the  history  of  the  country, 
while  ihe  Administration  was  still  in  your 
possession.  The  great  question  was  the 
negro.  In  the  session  >  Congress  in  I860, 
the  South  asked  that  the  Constitution  be 
amended  for  the  protection  ol  slavery.  They 
had  a  majority  in  the  Senate.  The  committee 
ol  thirty. three  proposed  to  put  slavery  beyond 
interference.  Mason,  Tombs  and  Slidell, 
said  "you  may  propose  what  you  please,  but 
we  don't  want  it — won't  have  it.  We  intend 
logo  out  and  form  an  independent  Govern- 
ment We  know  it  will  produce  war  Slav- 
ery cannot  live  under  a  republican  govern- 
ment, and  we  require  a  despotism  to  keep 
negroes  in  their  places.  We  can  use  the 
negro  to  raise  crops,  and  put  every  white 
man  in  the  South  in  the  field,  and  thus  whip 
the  while  population  of  the  North,  and  wu 
will  do  it."  If  they  have  the  right  to  take 
and  use  negroes,  as  a  legitimate  means  of 
warfare,  we  too  have  a  rignt  to  employ  them 
On  whom  rests  the  responsibility  for  the 
500,000  lives  lost  in  this  war — for  the  mil- 
lions of  wives,  and  mothers,  and  orphans, 
weeping  in  their  desolate  homes?  For  the 
millions  ol"  maimed,  and  hall,  and  blind  ? 
The  leaders  who  laid  the  foundations  of  this 
rebellion,  have  the  guilt  laid  at  their  doors, 
and  God  will  bring  retribution  on  them 
The  peace  men  ol  Kentucky,  while  they 
could  frame  long  bills  of  indictment  against 
the  President  and  his  armies,  could  not 
trust  their  property  in  the  hands  of  the  reb> 
els  But  as  soon  as  the  Yankees  came,  they 
brought  hack  their  cattle,  and  trusted  their 
rights  to  their  mercies.  Yet  they  attempted 
to  get  a  majority  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  to  carry  Kentucky  into  the  rebellion, 
and  failed  They  would  not  furnish  a  do! 
lar  or  a  man  for  the  Government;  yet  when 
they  commenced  burning  our  churches  and 
ruining  our  property,  we  sent  to  Indiana 
and  begged  Gov.  Morion,  for  Gou's  sake  to 
send  us  men  nnd  muskets  We  appealed  to 
Ohio  to  remember  1812,  and  the  part  Ken 
tucky  bore  in  that  war  They  did  re 
memhyr  it.  We  appealed  to  Gov.  Yates 
From  these  border  Slates,  Ohio,  Indiana 
and  Illinois,  loyal  troops  were  poured  inio 
our  State.  The  gallant  Rousseau  with  his 
legion,  which  he  was  not  allowed  to  raise 
on  our  soil,  crossed  the  river  and  occupied 
Louisville  The  S.aie  was  saved.  No  ques- 
tion was  raised  then  about  the  Abolitionism 
of  our  deliverers.  We  marched  side  by  side 
wilh  them  |, 
Kentucky  has  furnished  the  Union  nnuv 
50,000  men  She  occupies  a  proud  position 
to-day,  an  I  has  been  dealt  with  better  thtu 
any  other  Slate  in  the  Union  Yet  mam 
seem  to  presume  she  is  the  whole  of  the 
United  States  now.  A  representative  Irom 
Kentucky  dares  not  vote  as' his  conscience 
dictates — for  if  he  don't  suit  the  Conserva 
lives  and  secessionists   ol    tlie   Stale  they 

brand  him  as  a  d  d  rascal,  who  should 

not  live  in  Kentucky,  especially  if  lie  votes 
for  a  Union  Speaker  of  the  House  ' 

There  is  nn  interesting  point  in  this  matter. 
You  know  how  the  Copperheads  opposed  us 
because  Burnside  issued  an  order  in  re;ai  I 
to  the  election.  I  was  called  a  radical 
Union  man.  But  Grider,  Mallory, '.  Wads- 
worth.  Yeamnn  and  Harding  were  elected 
under  ibis  order  declaring  martial  law.  as 
the  Copp  -rheads  said,  at  the  point  o!  the 
bayonet  1  believe  there  were  Iwo  or  three 
candidates  of  the  peace  party  nfresu>d. 
Wolfe,  Mallory's  opponent,.  wm  nrresrpd 
and  bayonets  bristled  all  over  his  district 
especially  in  the  State  of  Owen  In  thai 
county  Wolfe  wa-'  arrested  and  taken  to  Oin 
cine nii  for  treasonable  utterances.  He  was 
a  Vallandigham  man — anil  Mallory  a  Union 
man  The  whole  Union  party  ol  Kentucky 
and  iis  candidates,  even  down  to  the  consta- 
bles, were  opposed  to  Vallandigham  men 
When  we  got  lo  Congress,  Colfaii  was  the 
Union  nominee  for  Speaker,  and  1  defy  any 
man  (o  find  a  single  vote  in  his  whole  re- 
cord of  which  be  will  di»npprovc  l*h  [he 
oilier  side  was  Cox,  who  "nominate  I  •  Val 
landigbam  for  Governor,  and  was  bis  bysxvn 
friend.  Acting  with  him  were  the  Woo  Is  ami 
Vooriice.--,  and  others  who  were  ready  to  die 
before  th»y  would  vote  n  man  or  a  dollar  for 
the  war.

went  to  Washington  to  get  muskets  to  arm 
the  Union  men  of  Kentucky,  and  he  got 
them  When  elected  to  ihe  Senate,  he  would 
not  speak  lo  Powell,  and.  was  the  most  ter- 
rible man  lor  confiscation  in  the  world  He 
thought  it  a  shame  to  sit  in  the  Senate  with 
Powell  then;  now  Davis  has  no  better 
friend  I  asked  Powell  tlm  other  day  who 
had  changed.  He  answered,  "Look  nt  the 
record  1  have  never  voted  a  man  or  dol- 
lar. I  opposed  the  Government  then,  and 
one  j  oppose  it  now,  The  Congressi  onal  record 
will  tell  you' who  has  changed.' 

Do  these  men  think  they  can  transfer  us 
to  our  foes?    The' Government 
kind    to    Kenunky,   and  has 
promptly  to  every  call,  lor  aid 
must  now  stand  up  to  the  work  of  aiding  the 
Government  iti  putting' down  the  rebellion! id 
every  quarter. 

There  are  other  questions  which  deserved  j 
notice  to-night.     I  went  to  Congress  pledged 
lo  vote  men  and  money  to  sustain  the  Gov 
eminent     I  heal  my  opponent  because  he 
promised  to  do  the  same,  and  did  not  do  it 
The  enrollment  bill  came  up,  enrolling  eve 
ry    man    between    the"  ages,  of   20  and 
45.    The  bill  was  proper,  and  I  determined 
to  vote  for  it.     I  wanted  to  see  the  military 
strength  of  th;e  country  brought  into  the 
field.    If  volunteers  filled  ihe  quotas,  the 
draft  would  not  be  necessary     When  under 
discussion    in  the  House,  an  amendment 
was  offered  that  every   able-bodied  man, 
white  or  black,  of  suitable-  age,  should  be 
subject  lo  the  draft,  there  was  no  question 
amongst  the  best  lawyers  in  Congress  on  the 
power  and  right  ol  the  Government  to  con  ; 
script  men  ol  the  proper  age.    All  admitted 
the  right  to  call  into  the  field  every  able  ' 
bodied  man,  to  save  the  Government.  It 
was  simply  a  question  of  policy  whether  it 
should  be  done.    I  knew    the   bill  would 
pass.    An  amendment  was  offered  lo  give 
a  bounty  to  loyal  masters  for  every  slave 
who   went   into    tho   army      When  the 
question  was  put.  to  me,  "Will   you  vole 
for  it?"    I  answered,  ,:Yes"    I  votedj  lor 
it,  and  so  did   Anderson.     Randall  voted 
against  the  amendment,  but  for  the  bill  on 
its  final  passage    The  question  which  now 
arises,  is  not  the  necessity  of  raising  these 
armies,  but  the  reason  for  including  slaves. 
Nearly  all  the  able  bodied' slaves  of  Mary- 
land, thousands  from  Missouri  and  from  our 
own  State  had  enlisted  in  the  army,  and  their 
owners  h-:d  not   the  scaatch  of  a  pen  for 
them.    The  Government  had  a  right  to  enlist 
them.         -*«  '  -i 

In  this  State,  in  I Sf>0,  there  were  200,000 
slaves,  valued  at  $70,000,000  In  1862.tbere 
was  the  same  number'as  in  1860,  less  4471. 
Is  this  not  a  remarkable  fact  in  history  thai 
nearly  20^,000  rebels  had  overrun  the  State 
at  various  times,  and  yef  there  wa«  a  loss  of 
only  447  slaves  less  in  the  State!  Their  val 
uat'ion  in  1862  was  $57,000,000  In  1863, 
probably  less  than  $25,000,000.  Able-bodieJ 
men  are  not  worlh  i<>  day  over  $250  each, 
and  yet  every  loyal  master  is  offered  $300 
by  the  Government  for  every  enlisted  slave 
But  they  say  it  violates  the  sacred  righte 
of  slavery  to  draft  negroes.  Show  me  a 
single  scratch  of  the  pen  in  the  Constitution 
of  Kentucky  which  prohibits  it  You  admit 
Congress  is  right  in  going  into,  your  house 
ami  my  house,  and  taking  your  son  or  mine 
bv  the  dralt — in  taking  ihe  farmer  from  tlie 
plow,  ihe  mechanic  Irom  ihe  bench — that  is 
just  and  right,  and  there  is  no  harm  in  it. 
The  working  man's  wife  and  child  may  be 
left  without  support  and  care,  while  lie  is 
put  to  digging  trenches  or  throwing  op  forli 
ficationg,  or  made  a  marie  for  rebel  bullets 
But  Ihe  owner  of  twenty  or  thirty  negroes 
must  not  have  them  subject  to  the  same 
perils.  It  i«  right  that  the  white  man  should 
l>e  subject  to.  the  hazards  of  war.  you  admit 
When  you  say,  then,  Ihut  negroes  shall  not 
be.  all  laws- ami  constitutions  are  trampled 
under  loot.  I  have  come  to  believe  this  Gov. 
eminent  is  lor  the  benefit  of  the  white  people. 
I  love  n<  son  dearer  than  a  negro  1  do  not 
prefer  to  see  my  son  Bhot  rather  than  to  see 
a  negro  shot.  If  it  had  not  been  for  your 
friends,  thos*  with  whom  you  sympathize, 
those  in  rebellion,  this  law  would  never  have 
been  necessary.  You  ha.ve  created  the  ne- 
cessity of  enlisting  negroes,  and  il  you  suffer, 
it  is  your  own  fault  Tiie  question  is,  shall 
the  law  -be  enforced''  I  answer,  "yes" 
["  Yes.  'came  in  resp.iT,=e  from  the  audience  "j 
Nobody  will  be  hurl  by  the  law.  Already 
on  your  southern  border  thousands  have 
gone  into  the  annv  who»V  masters  have  not 
the  scratch  of  a  pen  lor  them.  Anderson 
says  all  the  young  men  in  his  district  are  in 
the  rebel  army.  Were  the  full  quota  of  the 
district  called  for,  it  would  take  0,000  men 
to  fill  it.  Nine  tenths  of  the  white  men  lia 
ble  to  draft  cannot  pay  $300  If  half  the 
rebels  were  to  be  drafted  or  furnish  negro 
substitutes,  he  thinks  they  would  fill  a  negro 
regiment  at  once.  But  yqu  say  it  is  dis- 
gructlul  loc  negroes  to  serve  in  our  armies 
Not  according  to  that  high  authority,  with 
you,  the  rebel  government.  They  used  them 
to  build  fortifications  at  Charleston  and 
"Vicksburg,  and  havf  put  arras  in  their 
hands  too,  by  thousands.  We  think  the 
negroes  are  as  good  on  our  fide  as  on  theirs,  i

Later  News  from  Illinois. 

•Springfield,  IV:,  March  30— Col.  Oaks, 
Assistant  Provost  Marshal  General  started 
for  Charleston  on  last  night,  and  telegraphed 
to  slay  for  the  41st  regiment,  which  left  this 
afternoon  Gon.  Hcintzlcman  has  also  been 
requested  to  send  5,000  troops  from  Indian- 
apolis. This  indicates  that  the  trouble  in 
that  section  is  of  a  nerious  character. 

Mattoon,  March  30.—  On  receipt  of  the 
news  of  the  riot  at  Charleston,  250  of  the 
45th  Illinois,  rendezvousing  here,  went  to 
Charleston,  the, Copperheads  having  left  the 
town  before  they  arrived,  a  pursuit  was 
made  and  about  30  prisoners  taken  and 
brought  to  this  place.  The  Copperheads  ol 
this  and  the  adjoining  counties  immediately 
commenced  mustering  their  forces  with  the 
avowed  purpose  of  rescuing  the  prisoners 
Reports  come  in  from  ditf'erent  sources  that 
tbey  are  from  1,000  to  1,500  strong,  and  will 
attack  the  town  to-night.  Every  prepara 
tion  has  been  made  to  give  them  a  warm 
reception.  It  is  believed  that  with  the 
united  efforts  of  the  citizens  and  soldiers  still 
here,  the  place  can  be  held  until  the  arrival 
of  reinforcements 

11  P.  M. — The  insurgents  are  said  to  be 
threatening  both  Charleston  and  Mattoon 
A  reconnotssance  last  night  discovered  them 
fortified  twelve  miles  from  Charleston.  Col. 
True,  in  command  of  the  Post  here,  has  au- 
thentic information  that  they  were  also  in 
lorce  at  Copairn's  Mills,  ten  miles  soulh  and 
at  a  place  about  eight  miles  west  of  Mat- 
toon. Col.  Oakcs,  Provost  Marshal  General 
of  the  State  has  arrived.  The  41st  Illinois 
has  been  ordered  here  Irom  Camp  Yates 
and  500  men  have  been  ordered  Irom  India- 
napolis. 

Gen.  Heintzelman  is  expected  tO'tiight. 
Sheriff  O'Uair  has  been  joined  at  his  ren- 
dezvous by  the  Sheriff  of  Edgar  county,  with 
a  band  of  desperadoes.  A  spy  sent  out  by 
insurgents,  captnred  this  P.  M.,  confesses 
that  there  are  large  bands  at  the  two  places 
above  mentioned,  but  refuses  to  give  further 
information.  The  telegraph  wires  east  and 
south  have  been  cut. 

Scouts  returned  at  half-past  11  o  clock  re- 
port a  force  of  rebels  150  strong  thri-e  miles 
east  of  Mattoon. 

War  News  and  Army  Items. 

In  our  issue  of  March  30,  we  published 
a  statement  oi  the  taking  of  a  train  on  the 
Lebanon  railroad  by  n  band  under  Bennktti: 
The  Journal  of  ihe  30tn  gives  the  following 
additional : 

We 'have  learnel  from  an  authentic  source 
that  there  was  no  regular  train-guard  on 
board,  but  that  there  were  twenty  well  armed 
soldiers,  under  the  command  of  Captain 
Gillam.  on  their  way  to  son.e  military  post 
A  little  before  the  attack  of  the  ten  guer- 
rillas, under  Captain  Bennette,  Mr.  Knox, 
the  conductor  of  the  train,  seeing  evidence 
of  what  was  coming,  warned  the  women  and 
children  and  all  unarmed  passengers  to 
lie  down  upon  the  floor  and  called  upon 
Captain  Gillam  and  his  men  to  have  their 
guns  in  instant  readiness  for  a  tight 
Capt.  and  his  soldiers  made  no  move 
meat  The  Conductor  Binlinued  his  ap 
peals  to  them  until  the  firing  of  the  guerril 
las  commenced,  but  the  twenty  could  not  be 
rousod  to  offer  the  least  resistence  to  the  ten 
Like  Robadtl,  they  seemed  planet  struck 
Bennette  stepped  upon  the  platform  of  the 
car  in  which  GilsVtn  and  his  heroes  were, 
and  ordered  him  to  surrender,  and  Gillum, 
patting  up  his  hands,  answered,  "[  eurren 
der."  O.  and  his  soldiers  were  all  ,made 
prisoners  and  paroled,  part  of  their  guns  be 
ing  •uri  doff  anlthe  tes  discharged,  The 
guerrillas  tool;  the  mail,  a  large  one,  appro 
priating  what  they  wanted,  and  burning  the 
remainder.  Nothing  was  taken  from  the 
passengers,  who  were  treated  with  respect. 
We  corneas  however  that  we  can't  see  the- 
difference  between  taking  properly  from  pri 
vate  passengers  and  taking  it  Irom  the  mails 
Bennette  burned  the  two  passenger  cars,  but 
was  induced  by  the  conducior  to  spare  ihe 
baggage-car  and  engine 

After  this  exploit  at  New  Hope,  Bennette 
and  his  gang  captured  the  Bard^lown  and 
Springfield  stage  coach  with  a  large  number 
of  passengers,  swapped  horses  with  the 
etage  driver,  took  the  mail,  and  passed  on 
toward  BloomfMd.  Bennette  prolesse,d  to 
belong  to  tho  10th  Kentucky  rebel  cavalry, 
2d  Brigade,  John  Morgan's  command 

The  Democrat  of  the  same  date  says 

We  learn  from  passengers  who  arrived  on 
the  Nashville  train  Tuesday  evening  that  h 
small  squad  of  guerrillas  crossed  the  Louis 
ville  and  Nashville  road  at  a  point  some 
where  between  Elirabeihtown  and  Cave 
City.  This  body  is  said  to  have  numbered 
one  hundred  men.  mounted 

On  Saturday  night,  March  26,  a  squad  of 
guerrillas  entered  Taylorsville.  Spencer 
county,  and  commenced  an  indiscriminate 
robbery  of  the  citizens  They  robbed  one 
soldier,  whose  name  we  did  not  learn,  ol 
over  $200  and  a  fine  gold  watch 

The  Evansville  Journal,  of  March  28, 
publishes  details  of  Forrest's  attack  on  Pa 
ducah,  brought  by  reiugees  from  the  latter 
city.  They  do  not  differ  materially  from 
the  facts  already  published  in  our  dispatch- 
es, and  supply  liule  that  is  n*w.  The  reb- 
els charged  into  the  town  on  Fridav  after 
noon,  taking  the  city  by  surprise,  and  meet- 
ing with  little  or  no  opposition  At  the 
first  alarm,  the  soldiers,  consisting  of  lour 
companies  of  negroes,  three  of  whin-  in- 
fantry, and  three  ot  dismounted  cavalrv, 
hastened  to  the  fort,  where»thcy  were  soon 
attacked  by  the  rebels.  The  enemy  were 
permitted  to  approach  almost  to  the  breast- 
works before  fire  was  opened.  The  slaugh- 
ter was  heavy,  and  the  rebels  recoiled.  Two 
of  the  rebels  reached  the  top  of  the  works, 
where  they  were  «hot  down,  one  laliing  in 
and  the  other  outside  ihe  fori.  A  negro 
soldier,  called  Wild  Bill,  attempted  to  drag 
the  one  falling  outside  into  the  fori,  when 
he  was  shot  in  the  head 

A  second  and  third  assault  mel  with  like 
unsuccessful  results  Some  private  house- 
were  burned  by  the  rebels,  the  houses  ol 
Union  men  being  always  selected  for  destruc- 
tion, while  rebel  house;  were  spared.  The 
secesh  ladies  went  out  to  meet  the  rebels, 
waving  their  handkerchiefs  and  greeting 
them  warmly.  Seven  premature  births  oc- 
curred among  the  refugees  across  the  river 
on  Fridav  night — three  in  one  house — a'l 
boys,  who  were  named  after  thr  bos!  The 
total  Union  loss  was  I  I  killed  and  40  wound 
ed.  Eleven  negroes  were  killed  an  1  wounded, 
all  shot  in  the  head  They  belonged  to  a 
regiment  that  Hon.  LvoiRM  Andfrson'  was 
instrumental  in  raising,  and  lought  with 
desperate  valor.  The  2d  Kentucky  regiment 
was  conspicuous  among  the  rebels  Our 
Cairt)  dispatches  of  last  evening  represent 
Forrest's  forces  as  about  eight  miles  Irom 
Columbus  on  Monday  evening  The  tele 
graph  wires  between  Qalurnbus  anil  Cairo 
have  been  cut  by  them 

March  31  — An  officer  direct  Irom  East 
Kentucky  reports  a  large  lorce  of  rebels 
eoncenterting  |at  Pound  Gap  under  Buckner 
He  says  the  rebels  had  collected  five  days 
rations  and  forage,  and  thinks  an  extensive 


raid  will  bs  made  into  tho  heart  of  Ken- 
tucky. The  rebel  force  which  evacuated 
Bull's  Gap  several  days  since  have  moved 
North.  l<  is  presumed  either  to  join  Long- 
street  in  Virginia,  or  to  effect  a  junction 
with  Buckner  at  Pound  Gap. 

A  telegram  irom  Knoxville  confirms  |the 
disappearance  of  Longstreet's  force;  but 
deserters  -=upposcd  they  had  gone  to  Rich- 
mond. 

It  is  said  that  some  of  Gen.  Burnaide's 
forces  have  landed  at  Washington,  North 
Carolina. 

The  citizens  of  Paducah  and  Evansville 
were  much  excited  on  the  30th,  fearing  an- 
other from  Forrest.

Fire  in  New  Liberty,  Owen  County. 

A  letter  to  the  Louisvilla  Democrat  signed 
by  Messrs  W.  G.  Simpson,  T.  U.  Ricuey,  F. 
Bejwn  \  McNeal,  and  H.  Todd,  furnishes 
the  folio*  ig  particulars  of  a  very  destruct- 
ive fire  New  Liberty,  Owen  county,  on 
Sunday,  Uarch  27  i 

The  alarm  of  fire  was  given  about  twelve 
o'clock,  M  .  and  in  less  than  three  hours  the 
entire  business  portion  of  ihe  town  was  in 
ashes.  T1  e  town  of  New  Liberty  was  very 
compai ".It  built  on  Main  street,  which  com 
prises  all  the  business  houses,  the  principal 
residences  and  public  houses— all  brick 
structures,  except  two.  Eighteen  families 
have  been  rendered  houseless  nnd  penniless. 
In  almost  every  instance  all  their  worldly 
possessions  were  embraced  in  their  houses 
nnd  contents — very  few  saving  anything  be- 
yond the  clothes  on  their  persons — but 
have  been  kindly  received  in  the  homes  of 
the  farmers  in  the  immediate  vicinity  for  the 
present,  until  more  substantial  relief  ran  be 
extended  them  by  a  generous  public.  We 
have  not  known  of  n  calamity  to  a  portion 
of  our  lellow-citizens  that  calls  more  loudly 
for  public  relief  than  this^and  wc  feel  an 
assurance  lhat  you  will  present  through  the 
medfum  of  your  excellent  paper  this  appeal 
to  a  generous  public  for  relief  to  a  distressed 
community.  The  citizens  of  the  county 
lio'd  a  public  meeting  next  Saturday  lo  de  - 
vise ways  and  means  for  relief,  when  a 
committee  will  be  appointed  to  receive  such 
contributions  as  a  generous  people  may  offer, 
tind  we  ilatter  ourselves  that  the  citizens 
of  Lonisvillo  will  readily  respond  lo  this 
appeal  tor  relief  in  the  accustomed  manner 
A  like  appeal  will  also  be  made  on  ihe  citi- 
zens ol  Cincinnati,  which  city,  in  common 
with  Loni'ville,  has  for  many  vears  realized

The  estimated  losi  is  not  less  ihan  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars.  The 
female  academy,  a  superb  structure  was  en- 
tirely destroyed.

Touching  Incident  of  thk  War.—  After 
the  battle  at  Bean  Station,  East  Tennessee, 
the  rebels  were  guilty  ot  all  manner  ol  in- 
dignity toward  the  slain  They  stripped 
their  bodies,  and  shot  all  persons  who  came 
near  the  battle  field  to  show  any  attention  to 
the  dead.  The  body  of  a  little  drummer  boy 
was  left  nalced  and  exposed.  Nearby,  in  an 
humble  house,  there  were  two  little  girla, 
the  eldest  but  sixteen,  who  resolved  to  give 
the  bodv  a  .decent  burial.  They  took  the 
night  for  their  task.  With  hammer  and 
nails  in  hand,  and  hoards  on  their  shoulders, 
thev  sought  the  place  where  the  body  of  the 
dead  drummer  boy  lay.  From  their  own 
scanty  wardrobe,  they  clothed  the  body  lor 
the  grave  With  their  own  hands  they 
made  a  rude  coffin,  into  which  they  reverent- 
ly put  the  dead  boy.  They  duv  the  grave, 
ami  lowered  the  body  into  it  and  covered  it 
over.  The  noise  of  the  hammer  brought 
some  of  the  rebels  to  the  spot.  The  sight 
was  too  much  for  them.  The  stillness 
ol  the  night — the  story  so  eloquently 
told  by  the  heroic  labors  of  the  little  girls. 
Not  a  word  wan  spoken,  no  one  interfered, 
aod  when  the  sacred  rights  of  burial  were 
performed,  all  separated  ;  and  the  little 
drummer-boy  sleeps  undisturbed  in  his  grave 
on  the  battle  field.  Such  tenderness  and 
heroism  deserve  to  run  along  the  line  ol 
coining  generations  with  the  story  of  the 
woman  who  broke  the  alabaster  box  on  the 
feet  of  the  Saviour, and  with  her  who  of  htr 
penurv  cast  her  two  mites  into  the  treasury

This  Irish  organization,  the  avo«ed  ob- 
ject of  which  is  to  wrest  Ireland  from  the 
domination  of  Great  Britain,  bids  (sir  to 
cause  considerable  difficulty  in  the  Koman 
Catholic  Church,  not  only  in  this  country, 
but  in  Ireland  and  elsewhere.  One  of  the 
rules  of  the  Church  forbids  any  member  of 
it  from  belonging  to  a  secret  society,  which 
the  "Fenian"  is  considered  to  be — hence,  in 
a  recent  procession  ol  the  various  Catholic 
societies,  in  one  of  the  cities  at  the  West,  ou 
Si.  Patrick's  day,  the  Bishop  forbid  the  Fe 
nians  from  a  taking  place  in  the  ranks.  The 
latter  consequently  withdrew,  and  had  a 
procession  and  celebraliou  of  their  own,  and 
made  a  far  more  extensive  show  and  popu- 
lar demonstration  than  those  they  had  lelt. 
lu  Buffalo,  X.  Y  ,  too,  Bishop  Timou  an- 
nounces officially,  in  his  organ,  the  West- 
ern New  York  Catholic,  that  the  "Fenian 
Brothers"  cannot  march  in  procession 
with  Ca'holic  societies,  nor  take  pan 
in  Catholic  rites  and  holy  sacrifices.  In 
Ireland,  also,  we  lately  read  of  a  meeting, 
where  the  Fenians  were  discarded  by  the 
priests,  and  an  attempt  was  made  to  rid  the 
meeting  of  their  presence,  which  caused 
much  contusion  and  no  .'light  display  of 
chillalehs  ' 

It  is  not  alien,  ol  late  days,  that  the  sons 
of  the  Church  presume  to  take  a  stand 
against  the  old  mother — but  this  organiza- 
tion appears  to  be  in  deep  earnest  in  the 
work  they  have  undertaken,  and  has  gotten 
so  far  ahead  as  to  have  caused  an  enquiry  in 
the  British  Parliament,  in  relation  to  its 
operations,  to  which  the  Minister  ot  the 
Crown  replied  declaring  it  of  small  conse- 
quence. Indeed,  to  judge  of  the  furor  now 
evidenced  in  Ireland  to  emigrate  to  the 
United  States,  ol  the  very  bone  and  sinew  of 
thai  country,  it  would  appear  that  the  Brit 
>8fa  Minister  is  right,  so  far  as  the  effort  is 
concerned  to  free  Ireland,  by  means  of  the 
people  of  and  in  Ireland;  lor  by  the  slate 
went  made  in  the  Irish  journals,  oik-  would 
suppose  lliat  the  whole  island  in  being  almost 
depopulated  ol  every  hale  and  hearty  young 
man,  woman  and  child  in  many  of  the  coun- 
ties The  theory  of  this  vast  immigration 
given  bv  the  partisans  and  presses  .sup- 
porling  the  rebel  cause  of  the  South  is,  ihat 
the  heavy  bounties  offering  by  our  Govern- 
ment are  inducing  the  Irish  youth  to  enlist 
hi  our  army,  and  that  our  Government  has 
agents  in  Ireland  10  effect  this  object.  The 
British  Ministry  have  been  called  upon  in 
Parliament,  several  limes,  to  lake  measures 
against  such  proceedings — but  ihej  have  on 
each  occasion  replied,  thai  no  evidence  can 
be  adduced  to  prove  thai  the  American  Gov- 
ernment or  its  Hgenls  had  anything  lo  do 
with  the  matter,  but  lhat  the  cause  is  at- 
tributed to  the  high  price  ol  labor  here,  and 
the  great  demand  tor  workmen  not  subjeel 
to  the  draft,  in  making  railroads  now  pro 
greasing  or  contemplated,  such  us  the  great 
roads  Irom  llie  West  to  the  Pacific  ;  although 
it  is  admitted  thai  it  is  probable  when  the 
men  arrive  on  our  shores,  the  high  bounties 
paid  for  soldiers  will  probably  induce  many 
ol  ihem  to  enter  our  army.  Our  Minister 
lo  London"  bail  assured  the  Rrilish  govern- 
ment that  our  government  had  no  agents 
employed  in  Ireland  lor  any  purpose,  and  the 
British  Attorney  General,  alter  being  active- 
ly engaged  in  the  investigation  ol  the  mat 
ter.  hail  lound  no  shadow  of  proof  to  the 
contrary  ol  what  Mr.  Adams  had  affirmed. 
The  only  fact  elicited  was,  that  a  few  sailors 
had  entered  abroad  one  of  our  ships  of 
war.  under  peculiar  circumstances,  bill  were 
alterwards  sent  ashore  again. 

Two  hundred  thousand  emigrants,  nearly 
have  arrived  at  the]port  of  New  York  alone 
during  the  past  year.  An  immense  increase 
over  former  years.  This  will  prove  to  our 
quoudom  friends  at  the  South,  that  our  pop-' 
illation  is  increased  from  foreign  sources 
alonetwithout  the  natural  home  additions, 
to  the  full  atttonnt  subtracted   bv  the  war.
